WHICH WAR?

The conflict of 1861-65 was 
not a "Civil War" as it did not 
take place between two parties 
seeking control of a single 
country. It was not a "War of 
Secession" since the South 
seceded with no thought of war. 


It was not a "War of Rebellion" 
since sovereign states cannot 
rebel against each other and the 
right of a state to secede had 
never been questioned. 
According to the Congressional 
Record of 2 March 192S, per 
Senate Joint Resolution 41, the 
United States Congress 
officially designated the 
conflict as the "War Between the 
States", recognizing that the 
non-seceding states had warred 
upon the seceded states to force 
them back into the Union.

DIXIE is the center of a 
debate at Ole Miss, because the 
Black student union want it out. 
Three blacks in the band refused 
to play the song in February and 
took off their sweatshirts and 
stood with their backs to the 
basketball court while the song 
was being played. They now 
demand the song be struck from 
the band's repertoire. They 
believe it is a vestige of 
segregation, "is a song that 
mocks the black language by it 
being written in an inacceptable 
(sic) style of black dialect, a 
song that originated during the 
Civil War when black people were 
slaves and considered 
expendable." (Ed. -this shows 
how ignorant they are in not 
knowing it originated as a walk 
around in a minstrel written by 
Dan Emmett, a yankee. ) 
Responses to a write in seem 
about equal with an similar 
number of blacks supporting the 
song as whites who oppose it.

CONFEDERATE MEMORIAL DAY 


On the occasion of the 
celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of Gen. Lee's birth, 
Hon. W.T. Ellis spoke the 
fallowing in his response to the 
toast, "General Robert E. Lee." 
Capt. Ellis said: 

"Mr. Toastmaster, Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, and 
Gentlemen: Whoever is asked to 
address the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans ought not to overlook 
the fact that he has been 
personally complimented and that 
he is to speak to a select 
audience. Who are these Sons of 
Confederate Veterans? I answer: 
They are the sons of men whose 
record in war and whose 
adherence to law and order in 
times of peace entitle them to a 
place in the first rank among 
those who have added renown to 
American arms and honor to 
American citizenship. 

It is true your fathers 
fought in defense of a cause 
that did not succeed; but they 
did not fight in vain. They 
struggled to establish a 
principle which they believed 
the Constitution of the United 
States recognized, and during 
the four stormy years that they 
followed the shifting fortunes 
of that cause they not only 
proved their loyalty and 
devotion to it, but by their 
splendid valor and unquestioned 
courage, they shook a continent 
by their heroic endeavors and 
filled the world with the glory 
of their achievements. 

On the record Confederate 
soldiers made, I insist that 
every young man who can exhibit 
an authentic certificate showing 
that his father was a 'good 
Confederate soldier' exhibits a 
title in fee simple to an estate

If WESTS armies on the march 
depended on supply wagons , armi es 
of that size depended on 
railroads simply to exist. For 
example, on the Peninsula, 
McClellan's 100,000-man army 
required 600 tons of supplies 
every day. These were delivered 
to front-line depots by 
railroad. Thousands of men were 
sent by rail from Virginia by 
the U.S. and C.S. in the contest 
for Chattanooga in 1863. The 
South's failing rail system was 
sorely tried. "Never before 
were such crazy cars used for 
hauling good soldiers," said a 
Confederate officer.
